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T hroughout my nine years as Chairman of 
the Board of Trustees for The College of New 
Rochelle, nothing has been more evident to me 
than the success with which the College promotes an 
institutional model that provides quality instruction 
and emphasizes a student-centered education.

I would like to thank the faculty and instructional 
staff for making this possible through their 
continued commitment to the mission of The 
College of New Rochelle, the best example 
of which is their dedication to our students' 



education. Combined with their service to the 
College Community and the contributions they 
make in their various disciplines, the faculty 
and instructional staff create an impressive 
environment of academic excellence. It is through 
these efforts that the College continues to meet its 
educational mission in new and innovative ways. 
I am very proud of the work undertaken by the 
faculty and instructional staff of The College of 
New Rochelle and remain perpetually grateful.

Susan Acampora, Associate Professor ; Library , at- 
tended the Yale Divinity Summer Environmental Sym- 
posium on Religion and Environmental Stewardship in 
June 2012. Professor Acampora also attended the 2012 
annual conference of The Association for Gravestone 
Studies in June 2012 at Monmouth University West 
Long Branch, NJ. The conference explored current 
research in the study of cemetery and memorial art 
in the US States and abroad. Susan is co-authoring a 
project that integrates art, photography and narrative 
in celebration of the art of memorials. 

Andrew Baker, Instructional Staff Letters , School 
of New Resources ; John Cardinal O'Connor Campus , 
and Coordinator for ALB I GED Programming for the 
School of New Resources , recently co-edited What's the 
Problem with Revenge? Exploring the Conundrum, a 
multidisciplinary e-volume of papers presented at Ox- 
ford University and Inter-Disciplinary Press' 3rd annual 
Probing the Boundaries Conference on Revenge (July 
2012). He also contributed the book's final chapter, "We 
Get Bloody: Revenge Ethos in 'Sons of Anarchy' and 
Outlaw Biker Culture," in which he analyzes aspects of 
revenge in the real world milieu of the 'one-percenter' 
or 'outlaw' biker and in the popular American television 
series, "Sons of Anarchy," a show which aspires to be a 
realistic depiction of that sub-culture. 

Dr. Amy Bass, Professor, History, Director of the 
Honors Program, School of Arts & Sciences, published 
the paperback of her award-winning book Those About 
Him Remained Silent: The Battle over W.E.B. Du Bois 
(October 2012). A review in the Historical Journal of 
Massachusetts (July 2012), heralding the paperback edi- 
tion, stated "Readers may appreciate Bass' book on many 
levels... For Bass, the lesson we ought to take from all 
of this is that one must never underestimate the influ- 


ence that global politics have on local realities." Dr. Bass 
spent most of the summer of 2012 in London working 
as Supervisor of NBC's Research Room, marking her 
eighth Olympic Games with NBC. Two magazines, 
WAG and Berkshire Living, featured how she balances 
her work at the Olympics with her job as a CNR pro- 
fessor. Before leaving for London, Dr. Bass published 
a review of Rebecca T. Alpert's Out of Left Held: Jews 
and Black Baseball (Oxford, 2011) in the American 
Historical Review (June 2012). In July, she published 
"'Slave Genes' Myths Must Die" in Salon, which 
sparked international debate regarding biology and ath- 
letic ability and was republished and cited in numerous 
places. Dr. Bass has also become a regular contributor 
to the University of Minnesota Press' prestigious blog: 
in fall of 2011, she published a popular article on the 
sexual scandals at Penn State entitled "They Are Penn 
State," and in March, a piece entitled "They Came for 
John Fea," about hate speech and academia. Her most 
recent piece for Minnesota - a two-part study of gender 
and sports published last spring - was recognized by 
Columbia University Press as one of "the best articles 
from the academic publishing blogosphere." In terms of 
conference participation, this past fall Bass spoke on one 
of the inaugural sessions of the Sports Studies Caucus, 
a roundtable entitled "Examining the Dimensions of 
Sport within the Empire of American Studies," at the 
American Studies Association's annual meeting, held in 
San Juan, Puerto Rico. Other conference appearances 
in the last year included chairing the panel "Approaches 
to Studying Music in the 20th Century" at the annual 
meeting of the Northeast Regional Honors Council in 
Baltimore (April, 2012). Forthcoming articles from Dr. 
Bass this spring include two book reviews in the Jour- 
nal of Sport History, another review for the American 
Historical Review, and a chapter titled "We Believe: The 
Anatomy of Red Sox Nation" in the collection Rooting 
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for the Home Team: Essays on Sport , Community and 
Identity , edited by the chair of American Studies at 
Skidmore College, Dr. Daniel Nathan, and published by 
the University of Illinois Press. She also published the 
seventh and eighth books in her series at Temple Uni- 
versity Press, " Sporting": David Andrews and Michael 
Silk's Sport and Neoliberalism: Politics , Consumption , 
and Culture and David Wangerin's Distant Corners: 
American Soccer's History of Missed Opportunities. 
Dr. Bass had the honor of writing an essay on the sud- 
den passing of Mr. Wangerin last summer for "North 
Philly Notes." Dr. Bass received grants from the NEH 
and the Faculty Fund in 2011 and 2012. She has ac- 
cepted an invitation to serve again on the Advisory 
Board of the bi-annual Lift Ev'ry Voice: Celebrating 
African American Culture and Heritage. Lift Ev'ry 
Voice 2013 will kick off on Juneteenth with the Dance 
Theatre of Harlem at Jacob's Pillow, and will include 
events at the Mount, Barrington Stage Company, and 
other distinguished Berkshire cultural organizations and 
educational institutions. 

Dr. Andre Beauzethier, Associate Professor, Modern 
Foreign Languages , School of Arts & Sciences, was a 
presenter at the Institute for Imagination, Inquiry and 
Innovation on March 2, 2013, at The College of New 
Rochelle. His topic is "Teaching Literature: A Multi- 
Media Approach." 

Lilleth Newby Beckford, Assistant Professor, Li- 
brarian, Co-op City Campus, was co-facilitator (with 
Stefanie Lewis and Josef Vice of Kaplan University) 
of a breakout session on "Expanding Our Embrace:

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Dr. Susan A. Conte, Associate Professor ; Guidance 
and Counseling and Mental Health Counseling ; Gradu- 
ate School , participated in the week-long workshop 
Trauma- Focused Integrated Play Therapy with Children, 
Adolescents, and their Families conducted by Dr. Eliana 
Gil of Play Therapy Works, in Eastham, MA (August 
2011). That fall, she organized a conference for the 
CNR Community, co-sponsored by NAS W/ Westchester, 
titled " Spirituality and Mental Health: A Journey to 
Wholeness," with keynote speaker Dr. Nancy Kehoe, 
RSCJ, of Harvard University (October 2011). Shortly

Last March, Dr. Conte offered 
a workshop, "Beyond Sad: Adolescent Depression and 
Self-injury" for the administration, faculty and staff of 
the Pelham Middle and High Schools; that same month 
she participated in Career Day at St. Raymond Girls' 
Academy in the Bronx, where she gave a presentation, 
"So, You Are Going to College!" for students, faculty 
and counseling staff. In April 2012, Dr. Conte presented 
a paper, "My Body, My Biography: Understanding Self- 
Injury through Adolescents' Narratives" for the Center 
for Adolescent Research and Development at Mount 
St. Mary College, Newburgh NY. The following June 
she participated in a week-long seminar, "Exploring 
Women's Knowledge through Oral Story, "a week-long 
seminar sponsored by the NYU Faculty Resource Net- 
work. Last summer, she presented her paper, "My Body, 
My Biography: The Use of Narratives of Self-Injury as 
a Path to Wholeness," at the National Conference of the 
National Association of Social Workers in Washington 
DC (July 2012), and in September she presented an in-

Dr. Kenneth J. Doka, Professor, Gerontology, Gradu- 
ate School, participated in the semi-annual teleconfer- 
ences sponsored by the Hospice Foundation of America. 
The topics included "Improving Care for Veterans 
Facing Illness and Death; Beyond Kiibler-Ross: New 
Perspectives on Death, Dying and Grief; Ethics and 
End-of-Life Care; and Artificial Hydration and Nutri- 
tion." A prior program, "Spirituality and End-of-Life 
Care" received a Telly award, presented for Educational 
Programs and Videos in 2012. In addition, his book, 
Beyond Kiibler-Ross: New Perspectives on Death, Dy- 
ing, and Grief received a 2012 Silver Medal from the 
Living Now Book Awards. In addition to that book, Dr. 
Doka published three new books - Improving Care for 
Veterans Facing Illness and Death (with Amy Tucci); 
Journeys with Grief: a Collection of Articles about 
Love, Life, and Loss; and End-of-Life Ethics: A Case 
Study Approach (edited with Amy Tucci, Charles Corr 
and Bruce Jennings). "A Call to the Field: Complicated 
Grief in the DSM-5," co-authored with T.A. Rando, 
S. Fleming, M.H. Franco, E. Lobb, C.M. Parkes, and R. 
Steele was published in Omega: Journal of Death and 
Dying in 2012. In addition, Dr. Doka contributed three 
book chapters. "Therapeutic Ritual" and "Orchestrating 
Social Support" were published by R. Neimeyer (Ed.) 
in Techniques of Grief Counseling: Creative Practices 
for Counseling the Bereaved. "The Influence of Gender 
and Socialization on Grieving Styles" was included in 
R. Neimeyer, D. Harris, H. Winokuer, and G,. Thornton 
(Eds.) Grief and Bereavement in Contemporary Society: 
Bridging Research and Practice. Dr. Doka continues to 
serve as a consultant on grief to the Hospice Founda- 
tion of America and the New York State Police Trooper 


Foundation as well as an expert witness on a number of 
legal cases, including the Sago Mine Disaster. He edits 
both Omega: Journal of Death and Dying and Journeys: 
A Newsletter to Help in Bereavement. Dr. Doka had 
an extensive presentation schedule in the past year. At 
the Association for Death Education and Counseling's 
Annual Conference in Dallas in April, he participated 
in two invited panels, publishing in thanatology and a 
retrospective review of the work of a deceased colleague, 
Dr. Dana Cable. In both January 2012 and 2013, Dr. Doka 
completed speaking tours of the West Coast of Florida 
speaking about varied topics on grief in Naples, Tampa, 
Sarasota and Fort Myers. He was invited to conduct a 
Grand Rounds on New Understandings of Grief at Sloan 
Kettering. In the spring 2012 semester he presented in 
New York, New Jersey, and Denver, CO. In May, Dr. 
Doka was invited to Dublin, Ireland, where he spoke 
about gender differences in grief. In July 2012, he key- 
noted a major conference of the National Association 
of Social Workers, addressing current models of grief. 
In the fall 2012 semester he presented in a number of 
cities including Dayton and Cincinnati, OH, St. Louis, 
MO, Austin, TX, Springfield, MA, York, MD, Chicago, 
IL, Lexington, NC, and in northwest Arkansas. Dr. Doka 
was also invited to Scotland where he did six distinct 
presentations in Edinburgh, Perth, and Dundee for two 
conferences on grief as well as an educational confer- 
ence and a Grand Rounds. In spring 2013, Dr. Doka will 
be presenting in Dallas, TX, London, and Canada. He 
is a recipient of CNR's 2012 Faculty Fund award which 
he will put toward revising his 2009 book, Counseling 
Individuals with Life Threatening Illness. 

Kelly M. Downing, Instructional Staff, Letters, 
School of New Resources, Rosa Parks Campus, attended 
a three-day seminar sponsored by the NYU Faculty Re- 
source Network, "The Academy and the Community" 
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in San Juan, Puerto Rico (June 2012). The seminar 
addressed some of the most pressing issues associated 
with the concept of citizenship, including its various 
dimensions, the universality of the rights it claims, and 
its fragility in a world without governments strong 
enough to protect its essence. 

Dr. Teri K. Gamble, Professor ; Communication Stud- 
ies, Graduate School , co-authored with her husband, Dr. 
Michael Gamble, a new college textbook, Leading with 
Communication , published by SAGE (September 2012), 
a leading publisher of Business and Communication 
books. The Gambles designed the book to nurture the 
leadership and team building talents of students, helping 
them to acquire skills, global perspective and the tech- 
nological savvy needed to enhance their visibility and 
credibility as leaders. Drs. Teri and Michael Gamble also 
participated in three panels at the 2012 Annual Meeting 
of the National Communication Association in Orlando, 
FL. The first panel, "The Conversion Experience: From 
Public Speaking to a Hybrid Basic Course "addressed 
the design and alignment of the hybrid communication 
course with assessment criteria; the second was a panel 
on "Integrative Learning" that explored ways to produce 
intentional, empowered, and responsible learners; and 
the third was a panel focused on the retooling of the 
basic communication course. 

Dr. Judy Gordon, Associate Professor, Social Work, 
School of Arts & Sciences, was selected to participate 
in a three-day seminar on The Academy and the Com- 
munity sponsored by NYU's Faculty Resource Network. 
The seminar, held in June 2012, took place at the Center 
for Puerto Rico, a new entity established by the former 
governor of Puerto Rico, Sila Maria Calderon. Dr. Gor- 
don's seminar group, which focused on the theme of ' 
"Empowering Women," included visits to community 


programs and guest speakers from the University of 
Puerto Rico. Dr. Gordon hopes to use resources from 
her trip to enrich the "Bridging Cultures Puerto Rico" 
course, offered by the Education, Spanish, and Social 
Work Departments of the School of Arts & Sciences. 

Steven Hobbs, Instructional Staff, Letters, School of 
New Resources, Co-op City Campus, serves as Chair 
of the Fiction Committee for the PEN Prison Writers 
Program. Additionally, he mentors an incarcerated fic- 
tion writer through the organization. Professor Hobbs 
also serves as the fiction editor for the inaugural issue 
of Letters, a Yale University journal of literature and 
spirituality, due out in May 2013. 

Dr. Deborah Hunt, Assistant Professor, School of 
Nursing, published The New Nurse Educator: Mastering 
Academe (Springer, 2012) which guides novice nurse 
educators step-by-step through the process of becoming 
a confident nurse educator, and discusses how to transi- 
tion from the service setting to the academic setting. 
Dr. Connie Vance, Professor of Nursing, contributed a 
chapter in the book on mentoring, and Dr. Mary Alice 
Donius, Dean, School of Nursing, contributed with a 
reflection/advice piece. Dr. Hunt authored the article 
"Is it Addison's Disease or Cushing Syndrome?" in the 
January 2012 edition of American Nurse Today. In April 
2012 she gave a presentation titled "Clinician to Educa- 
tor: What You Need To Know" at the Nurse Spectrum 
Career Fair in Secaucus NJ. In October 2012, Dr. Hunt's 
article "QSEN Competencies: A Bridge to Practice" was 
published in the journal Nursing Made Incredibly Easy 
in October 2012. She was recently invited by Council- 
man James Vacca of District 13 in the Bronx to be a 
member of the Aging Improvement District Advisory 
Board, the purpose of which is to identify the top priority 
senior issues and determine ways to promote solutions. 
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She and Dr. Connie Vance received a CNR Faculty Fund 
Award in 2012 that they will put toward a joint study 
to explore the "lived experience" of the baccalaureate 
novice nurse (up to two years post-graduation). 

Dr. Rosemarie Hurrell, Professor ; Psychology ; 
School of Arts & Sciences , presented "Pursuing Arte- 
misia: My Italian Sojourn" at CNR's 2012 Sabbatical 
Forum. In the spring of 2011, Dr. Hurrell traveled to 
Rome to study the work of Artemisia Gentileschi (1593- 
1653), a leading woman painter of the Boroque Era. 
Dr. HurrelPs research focused on the factors affecting 
the expression of the artist's creativity, with particular 
emphasis on the biographical dimension of her life and 
the social, historical and cultural forces at play during 
her lifetime. 

Dr. Darryl E. Jones, Dean , School of New Resources , 
along with Dr. Stephen Greenfeld, Campus Director ; 
School of New Resources , DC-37 Campus , and Joseph 
Sabado, Instructional Staff Letters ; School of New Re- 
sources , , Rosa Parks Campus , attended NYU's Faculty Re- 
source Network National Symposium in New Orleans this 
past October (2012). The symposium's theme, "New Faces, 
New Expectations," featured several stimulating break-out 
sessions. To add to the richness of the symposium, Dr. 
Jones, Dr. Greenfeld and Professor Sabado presented on 
"Writing and Lifelong Learners: Interactive Projects and 
Writing Teams for Adult Learners." In their presenta- 
tion, the team introduced the rich history of CNR and 
the significance of the Ursuline tradition in relation to 
the mission. The presenters shared the College's dedica- 
tion to the education of women and men in the liberal arts 
and in professional studies, and providing opportunities 
for individuals who previously were not afforded access 
to higher education. The School of New Resources was 
highlighted as a leader in adult higher education. 


Dr. Jessica Kindred, Instructional Staff Psychology, 
School of New Resources, Brooklyn Campus, presented 
at the National Institute on the Assessment of Adult 
Learning on Tradition and Innovation in a Competitive 
Environment (Atlantic City, June 2012). Her presenta- 
tion, "The Dialectical Relationship Between Prior and 
Present Learning: Mapping Vygotsky's Activity Theory 
to the Prior Learning Portfolio Process," applies concepts 
from Russian revolutionary developmental psychologist 
Lev Vygotsky to the prior learning portfolio process. 
Vygotsky's theoretical framework, Activity Theory, 
offers many concepts that are useful in building tools 
for the translation of experiential prior learning into 
academic representational forms; for the cultivation of 
adult learners in identifying and representing their prior 
learning; and for theorizing the prior learning portfolio 
as an integrative process in the educational journey of 
the adult student. 

Dr. Cynthia Kraman, Professor, English, School of 
Arts & Sciences, does work involving interdisciplinary 
research in literature, philosophy, cybernetics and film, 
as well as her own poetry, all under the rubric The Tame: 
Notes Towards and Ecocriticism of Surrender. One line 
of inquiry involves field work in the Hudson Valley, 
supported by a 2011 NEH grant. Her volume of poetry 
Metaphysical Poems is a concurrent project supported 
by a CNR Faculty Fund award. The poems reflect not 
only Dr. Kraman's interest in nature as a subject, but 
also its role in demonstrating Steps Towards an Ecology 
of Mind, in Gregory Bateson's phrase. She presented a 
paper at The Pharmakon Conference of the Society for 
Literature, Science and the Arts in Kitchener, Ontario, 
Canada, in September 2011. Dr. Kraman will present 
"The Future is Female: Imagination, Inquiry & Innova- 
tion in the Films of Ridley Scott" at the Imagination, 
Inquiry, and Innovation Institute held at CNR in March 
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2013. Her paper investigates Scott's construction of 
women. Dr. Kraman's poem, "View From Manhattan, 
With Rainbow" from her collection The Touch (Bowery 
Books) has been up since 2011 as part of the PATH Po- 
etry Poster series sponsored by Poets House and the Port 
Authority of New York and New Jersey. The collection 
was nominated for the 2011 Poets Prize, The Kingsley 
Tufts Award and The Poetry Society of America's Wil- 
liam Carlos Williams Award. Dr. Kraman was invited to 
read selections in New York City's 2011 River to River 
Festival, and will attend the 2013 meeting of AWP at 
Boston as an Advisory Board member of Poetry Flash. 

Dr. Kathryn LaFontana, Associate Dean , School of 
Arts & Sciences , served as a facilitator at a Lilly Network 
Exchange conference held in April 2012 at Sacred Heart 
University in Fairfield, CT.

Facilita- 
tors led discussions about best practices in developing a 
core curriculum, focusing on curricular and pedagogi- 
cal issues, as well as student, faculty, and administrator 
perspectives.

Dr. Elvira Longordo, Assistant Professor ; Chem- 
istry f, School of Arts & Sciences , presented a poster en- 
titled "Monitoring the Watershed - A Service Learning 
Project" and co-convened a workshop on "Collaboration 
Through the Hudson River Watershed - Engaging the 
Community and Local Government" at the 8th Annual 
Meeting of the Environmental Consortium of Hudson 
Valley Colleges and Universities held at The College of 
Saint Rose in Albany NY, November 2011. 

Dr. Estee Lopez, Assistant Professor ; Education , 
Graduate School , along with Dr. Walter Sullivan, As- 
sociate Professor Educational Leadership , Graduate 
School , coordinated, conducted and partnered with 
Designs for Thinking, a series of in-service training 
to local school districts and CNR faculty on the use of 
"Visual Cognitive Tools: Thinking Maps" (fall 2011). 
Through her work with the CNR's Center for Educa- 
tional Policy and Practice, she counseled various school 
districts on the implementation of professional develop- 
ment (fall 2011) which resulted in conducting a Public 
School District-Wide Program Study using qualitative 


and quantitative methodology. She also conducted a 
second study in the fall of 2012 for the School Board of 
the Roosevelt School District on the "Effectiveness of 
Cognitive Models to Improve Teaching and Learning." 
The results served as a bench-mark for the district to 
monitor progress of their initiative over the next 2-3 
years.

Different Directions, Studio A Gallery, Tarrytown, NY 
(November 2012); and Art As Gift, Studio A Gallery, 
Tarrytown, NY (November 2012). This spring he is 
scheduled to present "From Plate to Paper: The Art of 
Printmaking" at the Monmouth Museum in Lincroft, 
NJ. Through his work with the Center for the Arts at 
Westchester Community College, Dr. Maxwell has con- 
ducted five tours of Galleries of Manhattan that included 
art districts in Chelsea, the Lower East Side, 57th Street, 
the Museum of Modern Art, and P.S. 1 in Queens. His 
tours included lecture and critique. He has also given 
evening receptions with tours in Chelsea for Studio 
A Gallery in Tarrytown, NY. Last year, Dr. Maxwell 
accepted a request by the New York Society of Etchers 
to be on their Board of Directors. He began in March 
2012 and will serve indefinitely. Dr. Maxwell judged the 
February 2012 New Rochelle Art Council's Annual Open 
Exhibition. His work was also part of an exhibition of 
prints at Grit N Glory Gallery in NYC from March 1 to 
March 16 in celebration of the fifth volume of Carrier 
Pigeon: Illustrated Fiction and Fine Art. Dr. Maxwell's 
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work was included in the first volume of Carrier Pigeon 
and will appear in future volumes. 

Dr. Daniel McCarthy, Associate Professor ■ Po- 
litical Science , School of Arts & Sciences , presented a 
paper, "No Sheeple Left Behind: Christian Apocalyptic 
Literature and the New World Order Conspiracy," 
at the meeting of the Northeastern Political Science 
Association in Philadelphia, November 2011. At the 
2012 CNR Sabbatical Forum, Dr. McCarthy presented 
"That's Just What They Want You to Think," based on 
his 2011 sabbatical research into the substance and im- 
pact of conspiracy theories in contemporary American 
political culture. 

Dr. Anne McKernan, Associate Professor ; History , 
School of Arts & Sciences , presented "Challenges in 
Decoding 'Baratariana': Politics and Gender in 18th Cen- 
tury Irish Satire" at the 2012 CNR Sabbatical Forum. 
The title of her paper refers to a collection of political 
pieces published previously in a radical Irish newspaper 
that drew upon the metaphor "Baratariana" (Sancho 
Panza's island in Don Quixote ) to characterize the 
political status of Ireland vis-a-vis Britain in the 1770s. 

Dr. Barbara F. McManus, Professor , ; Faculty Emerita, 
Classics , School of Arts & Sciences , serves as Co-Director 
of the VRoma Project and Webmaster of the Women 
Writing Women's Lives Biography Seminar in NYC. 
Vergilius 57 (2011) published her eulogy "In Memoriam: 
Julia Budenz (1934-2011)" for a distinguished poet and 
scholar who had taught her at CNR as Mother Miriam 
Budenz. In April 2012 the University of Maryland 
presented an international interdisciplinary conference 
on "Classical Greek and Roman Literature: Gendered 
Perspectives in Reading and Reception" in honor of 
Dr. McManus' scholarship and teaching. In May 2012, 


she chaired a session at a conference held at Brock Uni- 
versity in Canada, "Crossing Borders, Crossing Lines: 
Feminism and Classics VI." Over the summer she 
traveled to Berlin, Copenhagen, Naples, and Rome (the 
latter with Dr. Ann Raia, Professor ; Faculty Emerita , , 
Classics , School of Arts & Sciences ) to take photographs 
for the VRoma Image Archive. Her article "Romans 
Can't Carry Coins in Their Togas," co-authored with 
Daniel Jung of the University of Bergen, was published 
in Greek and Roman Games in the Computer Age: 
Trondheim Studies in Greek and Latin 1, edited by Thea 
S. Thorsen (Akademika Publishing, 2012). Cloelia, the 
journal of the Women's Classical Caucus, published her 
response to the article "The WCC Newsletter: Lessons 
in Sisterhood" in 2012. In November 2012, she and 
Ann Raia presented a panel with Anne Leen of Furman 
University at the meeting of the Southern Section of 
the Classical Association of the Midwest and South on 
"Using Inscriptions to Learn and Teach about Roman 
Life, Especially the Lives of Women;" her paper was 
entitled "The Word as Material Reality: The Power of 
Inscriptions for Learning and Teaching." In March 2013, 
she will present a paper on "Grace Harriet Macurdy: 
Fashioning the Classical Scholar as a Woman" at a con- 
ference sponsored by Kings College London on "Women 
as Classical Scholars," at the University of Notre Dame 
in London. Macurdy, turn-of-the century Vassar clas- 
sicist and pioneering feminist scholar, is the subject of 
the biography Dr. McManus is currently writing. 

Dr. Amy Meyers, Assistant Professor ; Social Work , 
School of Arts & Sciences , presented a training workshop 
on "Sibling Abuse Assessment and Intervention" to the 
Nassau County Department of Social Services and the 
Coalition Against Child Abuse and Neglect in September 
of 2012. In October, Dr. Meyers trained mental health 
practitioners on Sibling Abuse Risk and Resilience at 
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Steinway Family & Children's Services. In collabora- 
tion with her School of Arts & Sciences colleagues, she 
brought a two-part series on bullying to CNR in an 
effort to promote awareness and engage the College 
Community and community-at-large in a discussion 
about bullying prevention and intervention. A third 
part is being planned for the spring 2013 semester. In 
a four-part series, Dr. Meyers and Dr. Ruth Zealand, 
Associate Professor ; Education , School of Arts & Sci- 
ences , presented a workshop for parents on bullying 
prevention and intervention at various branches of the 
New York Public Library. This coming year, Dr. Mey- 
ers will train clinicians at North Shore Child & Family 
Guidance Center on sibling abuse and family systems. 
She will also return to the Nassau County Department 
of Social Services to provide group supervision to child 
welfare and foster care staff, and to Steinway Family & 
Children's Services in Queens to train staff on motiva- 
tional interviewing and working with resistant clients. 

Dr. Debra Miller-Saultz, Assistant Professor ; 
School of Nursing, published, with Marlene F. McHugh 
and Elsa Wuhrman, "Interventional Pain Management 
for Patients with Advanced Cancer Pain" in the Interna- 
tional Journal of Nursing (September 2012). The article 
speaks to the 10-20% of patients with advanced cancer 
for whom adequate pain control cannot be achieved 
using World Health Organization cancer pain guide- 
lines. Nurses caring for patients with cancer pain 
should develop their knowledge of multimodal ap- 
proaches to cancer pain management, which are de- 
scribed in the article. 

Dr. Maria Boeke Mongillo, Assistant Professor, 
Education, Graduate School, presented two papers at 
the Northeast Educational Research Association Con- 
ference in Rocky Hill, CT, in October 2011: "Exploring 


the Development of Novice Teachers' Self-Efficacy" and

Dr. Lynn A. Petrullo, Professor ; Biology , School of

Dr. Rizza gave a presentation entitled 
"Creating Change Through Humor" at the New York 
Mental Health Counselors Association's Convention 
in Albany, NY, in April 2012. He and co-author Gary 
Lechtrecker presented on "France, The Key to Victory 
in America's War for Independence" at the International 
Organization of Social Sciences and Behavioral Research 
Spring 2012 Conference in Atlantic City, NJ (April 
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2012). Dr. Rizza was co-writer with Christi Carrano- 
Rizza and presented original research on "Adolescent 
Self Acceptance and Pets" at a Mount St. Mary College 
symposium on adolescent development held in New- 
burgh, NY (April 2012). 

Dr. Hyla Rubin, Associate Professor ; Education , 
Graduate School , will conduct "Implementing RTI Ef- 
fectively with Young Struggling Readers" at the Every- 
one Reading Conference, NYC, in March 2013. Using a 
"Response to Instruction" framework, suggestions will 
be made for incorporating decodable texts and syllable 
type training throughout the instructional day, using 
oral reading and writing samples to monitor progress. 

Dr. Jennifer Scuro, Associate Professor ; Philosophy , 
School of Arts & Sciences , gave a paper presentation, 
"Receptive Affections: Toward an Eco/Alter Ethic" 
discussing the ethics of Emmanuel Levinas, critical 
temporality and phenomenology for a collaborative 
multi-disciplinary workshop, "Power, Time and Agency:

University of Manchester, UK (January 2012). The 
workshop was organized by Temporal Belongings, an 
academic organization researching time and community, 
sponsored by The Arts & Humanities Research Council. 
In April 2012, Dr. Scuro presented "Mafiosophilia: A 
Philosophical and Feminist Critique of the Contem- 
porary Cultural Affection for 'Mob(ster)' Identity and 
Social Relation" for the Women's Studies Division of 
the National Popular Culture and American Culture 
Association (PCA/ACA) Conference in Boston, MA. 
Along with Dr. Kathryn LaFontana, Associate Dean , 
School of Arts & Sciences , Dr. Scuro was a judge for the 
2012 Northeast Regional Ethics Bowl (NREB) organized 
by The Association for Practical and Professional Ethics 
held at Sacred Heart University (December 2012).

in Ghana. In September 2012, Bishop Matthew Kwasi 
Gyamfi of Ghana visited CNR to thank President Judith 
A. Huntington and CNR's School of Nursing for helping 
to improve the curriculum of a nursing college in his 
diocese in Ghana. 
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Daniel Smith, The Mary Ellen Donnelly Critchlow 
Endowed Chair in English , School of Arts & Sciences , 
published "The Maniac in Me" in The New York Times 
Magazine in April 2012. The article was adapted from 
his book Monkey Mind: A Memoir of Anxiety, which 
was published in July 2012 (Simon & Schuster) and 
appeared on the New York Times bestseller list, non- 
fiction, last summer. 

Dr. Patricia St. John, Professor, Art Education and 
Art Therapy, Graduate School, presented a paper based 
on her research sabbatical in 2008, titled "Comparison 
of 'Person Picking an Apple from a Tree' by Inpatient, 
Psychiatric and High School Youth" at the April 2012 
CNR Sabbatical Forum. 

Emily Stern, Associate Professor, Art, School of Arts 
& Sciences, had a solo exhibition at the Forge Gallery 
in Milford, PA, in May 2012. In April 2012, she par- 
ticipated in a group art exhibition, Visions of Nature, at 
the Brooklyn Botanic Garden, Brooklyn, NY.

topics facing schools and higher education. Addition- 
ally, he facilitated an information session for Aspiring 
Leaders in conjunction with the Catholic School Office 
of the New York Archdiocese.

The paper 
questions the use of standardized testing in evaluating 
teachers and principals using a "psychometric flawed 
methodology." Dr. Sullivan was the Coordinator of 
the 130-member Regents Standards Task Force that 
has provided school districts in NYS the opportunity to 
utilize this 21st Century document to supplement the 
Common Core ELA. 

Dr. Geraldine Valencia-Go, Associate Professor ; 
School of Nursing , serves as a member of the edito- 
rial board of the New York State Nurses' Association 
Journal. She reviewed six research studies and other 
materials for publication this past year and is guest 
editor of the Spring 2013 issue. Her editorial is en- 
titled "A Continuing Commitment to Excellence." Dr. 
Valencia-Go is currently preparing a book review and 
several summaries of research studies, and has reviewed 
a manuscript for the Summer/Fall 2013 issue of the 
Journal. She is also currently writing Research Success: 
A Critical Thinking Approach that will be published 
by FA Davis Publishing Co. Recently, she received 
recognition for twenty-five years of service and active 
participation in the Nurses' Association of the Counties 
of Long Island. Dr. Valencia-Go has served as First Vice 
President, Program Chairperson, and member of the 
Editorial Task Force of the Nurses' Association of the 
Counties of Long Island, and is a past recipient of the 
Association's Service Award. She continues her work 
with the Editorial Task Force. She presented "Nurtur- 
ing the Bodymindspirit" at CNR's April 2012 Faculty 
Sabbatical Forum. 

Dr. Connie Vance, Professor ; Nursing , School of 
Nursing , was a visiting professor and lecturer at Dokuz
